Japan Exacts Indemnity Nearly 
Equal to $400,000,000. 


HER TROOPS TO ENTER PEKIN. 


The Chinese Capital to Be Occupied 
Until the War Debt Is Fully Paid.

(Copyright 1895 by the Press Pub. Co.) 
TOKIO, Japan, April 2.—Diplomats here 
confidently expect that peace between Japan 
and China will be declared within a month. 
It is understood that the conditions of 
peace as proposed by Japan’s commissioners 
to Li Hung Chang are: 
1. China shall pay 400,000,000 yen war in- 
demnity. 
2. China shall cede the Island of Formosa 


to Japan, and a part of Southern Man- 
churia. 

3. Taku and Shan-Hai-Kwan, and the rail- 
way connecting the two cities, to be handed 
over to Japan as a 1 that the pend- 
ing armistice will be observed by the Chi- 
nese. 

The proclamation of the armistice by the 
Emperor of Japan was entirely voluntary. 
No pressure has been brought to bear upon 
him on the subject by any foreign power. 
The Taku forts, forty miles below Tien- 
Tsin, the capital of Li Hung Chang’s prov- 
ince, is less than 100 miles from Pekin, and 
the only barrier now in the way of Japan's 
movement on the Chinese capital. The rail- 
way from Tien-Tsin and Taku to Shan-Hai- 
Kwan is the only line in the country. The 
latter city lies at the point on the Pe-Chi-Li 
Gulf, where the Great Wall touches the wa- 
ter. A good highway leads from Shan-Hai- 
Kwan to Pekin. 


It is supposed that the indemnity exacted 
by Japan is about equivalent to „000,000. 
The gold yen is nearly equal in value to 
the dollar of our currency, while the silver 
yen is worth only about 50 cents. All the 
comment on the amount of the indemnity 
has been based on the su tion that the 
gold yen was the coin considered in the ne- 
gotiations.

The public reception and banquet ten- 
ed President and Mrs. Cleveland by 
-esentative capitalists of Chicago in 

‘reciation of the President's steadfast 
ence on the preservation of a sound 
satiowal currency” is no doubt a kindly 
But in the kindliest 
spirit the Post-Dispatch warns Mr. Cleve- 
land that he had better decline the prof- 
fered honor.

WHO ARE THE ANARCHISTS? 

A mass meeting of Brooklyn citizens 
has been called for April 10 to take action 
towards stopping the “slaughter $f the 
innocents” by the Brooklyn trolley cars. 

It is highly probable that incendiary 
speeches will be made at this meeting, 
that some of the participants will coun- 
sel violence as the only remedy for the 
ruthless killing of children by the deadly 
cars. Many who-have lost dear ones are 
expected to be present, and it will be nat- 
ural if under the influence of deep feel- 
ing their judgment is deranged. 

Should there be violent coynsels the 
officials of the street car companies and 
their corporation sympathizers will no 
doubt denounce those who participate 
in the meeting as Anarchists and law- 
breakers. They may demand the arrest 
of the Anarchistic speakers and the sup- 
pression of similar meetings. They will 
undoubtedly demand the protection of 
the authorities. 

But what are the facts? Last year 
over 100 persons, mostly helpless chil- 
dren, were killed by the Brooklyn trolley 
cars. No effort was made by the officers 
of the roads to check this appalling work 
of destruction. No life-saving appliances 
were placed on the cars. The speed was 
not reduced. The standard of efficiency 
of employes was not raised, nor the 
hours of work made less. Not a dollar 
was spent by the street car managers 
for the protection of life. On the con- 
trary they fought to avoid any expendi- 
ture to protect the people. The authori- 
ties were derelict. No one was punished 
for this wholesale murder. No steps 
were taken to check by law the’slaughter 
of the people. 5 

Who, then, are the real Anarchists? 
Whose hands are stained with innocent 
blood? Who trampled rights under foot 
and defied law? Who is giving the prov- 
ocation to lawless violence? 

THE CAUSE OF THE APATHY. 

The people of St. Louis never had a 
more striking object lesson than in the 
local paign which closes with to- 
day’s election. The apathy among the 
voters has been profound and unbroken 
from the day the campaign opened. At 
this writing it is evident that the predic- 
tion by the political bosses of an exceed- 
ingly light vote will be fulfilled. 

The cause of this apathy is clear to 
all intelligent citizens. The voters take 
no interest in the election because they 
had no part in selecting the tickets. They 
know that the tickets of both the great 
parties represent the choice of the Bosses 
of the party organizations, that the nom- 
inations were made under the controlling 
influence of men who are in municipal 
politics for what they can get out of it. 
They know that it is a matter of indiffer- 
ence so far as good government goes 
which ticket is elected. 

On the other hand, the situation suits 
the bosses exactly. The apathy of the 
voters is their opportunity. The lighter 
the vote the better their chance to con- 
trol the result. They and their political 
janissaries will be at the polls and will 
richly profit by popular indifference and 
their own manipulation of the party 
machines. i 

The lesson of the campaign is so plain 
that “a wayfaring man though a fool 
cannot err therein.” In order to block 
the vicious plans of the bosses and pre- 
vent conditions which induce apathy the 
voters must. take part in politics from.

FENDER THAT SWEEPS THE GROUND. 


J. S. Harrel Patents an Automatic Device 
for Saving Lives. 

J. S. Harrel of 2207 Madison street has 
patented an automatic street car fender 
which has some unique features. The frame 
is rigidly binded to the car. A tripper guard 
of iron and rubber is attached to the front 
of the frame and projects toward the 
ground. The edge of the guard is of half- 
inch rubber and it may be two or more 
inches from the roadbed, according to the 
adiustment of the frame. 

The guard is counterbalanced by a weight 
and when the guard strikes an object_or 
person the weight rises and the rubber edge 
sweeps the ground. At the same time a 
lever at the side of the frame operated by the 
tripper guard disengages a brake hung un- 
der the car and drops a concave metal boot 
beneath the front wheels. The body of the 
frame will be a wire mesh. A wire screen 
will lean against the dashboard and pre- 
vent a person from striking the drawhead. 
The inventor claims that scarcely a pin 
can get under the rubber guard when it fs 
set against the ground.

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GERMANY’S 
Crowds Flocked to See and Congratu- 


late Him From All Parts 
of the Empire. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch.

’ FRIEDRICHSRUHE, April 2.—The great 
multitudes which came here to pay homage 
to Prince Bismarck upon his 80th birthday 
have returned to their homes. They began 
arriving early in the morning and kept 
pouring in from every direction in all man- 
ner of conveyances and on foot throughout 


the day. 

Not only the railway employes, but the 
postal and telegraph officials will long re- 
member this first of April. The outward 
and inside service of those departments 


was something terrific. - 

Perspiring messengers staggered along 
the railway station platform laden with 
sacks of postal cards from all parts of the 
world congratulating the Prince, and with 
post cards going to all quarters of the 
lobe to show absent friends that the 
writers were here personally to celebrate 
the occasion. 

In the telegraph office a large extra staff 
struggled valiantly against a constantly 
increasing fi of newspaper dispatches, 
which over 100 corresportdents poured in, 
until the wires were hopelessly blockaded 
for hours to come. 

The students’ corps“ from the different 
German universities, whose coming was the 
chief feature of the celebration, did not ar- 
rive till midday. It is no small matter to 
organize and convey to a given destination 
5,000 persons, even if they are German 
students drilled in military discfpline. 

At length the great ceremony which all 
had come to see began. From ning to 
end it was magnificent in the highest de- 
gree, a spectacle reminding one at times of 
some great mediaeval tournament.. 

Clad in brilliant, gala uniforms of every 
color of the rainbow, bearing standards, 
carrying naked swords, with nodding 
plumes in gaudy hats, scarfs, ribbons and 
top-boots, came the students, a seemingly 
unending procession, along the winding 
forest path, heralded by the martial music 
of “Die Wacht am Rhein.” 

Their leader, aided by the local knowledge 
of the head forester, disposed themin groups, 
as well as possible, within the narrow con- 
fines of the gardens, getting about 1.000 
into the immediate foreground facing and 
flanking the balcony. The remainder were 
massed behind among the trees. 

Here were represented no few than 
thirty German universities and high schools. 

A gallant show they made, those lusty 
young Teutons, as they stood there with 
drawn swords in the spring sunshine, await- 
ing the appearance on the balcony of the 
man they had come to honor-—the man 
whose name was a household word through- 
out the warld before any of them were 

rn. 

At last he came. A commotion on the bal- 
cony where members of the family and 
about a score of other visitors had gath- 
ered, indicated that the Prince had re- 
ceived from the head forester an indica- 
tion.that all was in readiness. A moment 
later he emerged through a trap floor upon 
the terrace.

In the dark blue uniform of the Helber- 
staedter Cuirassiers, with the Iron Cross 
and other orders on his breast, Prince 
Bismarck stood bowing, helmet in hand, 
till the spontaneous ovation—in which the 
public in the meadow, but in full view, 
joined with equal enthusiasm—subsided. 

The ceremony of presenting to Bismarck 
the monument subscribed for by the stu- 
dents did not occupy many minutes. The 
handsome young fellow, charged with the 
task spoke briefly and well. A slight tremor 
in his voice showed how heartily he felt 
the words he uttered. 

More hochs'“ rent the air, glittering 
blades clashing together overhead, then 
Germany's Grand Old Man spoke in reply. 
— voice, too, was not unbroken with emo- 

on. 

Two points he made very clear. He was 
keenly sensible of the congratulations he 
had received, and went out of his way to 
mention greetings from America, Australia 
and the Cape of Good Hope in enforcing the 
lesson of the acceptableness of recognition 
with gratitude in old age, thereby holding 
out to the youngsters something to work 
for. The second point on which he insisted 
again and again, repeating it five or six 
times, was to stick to what had been won 
by noble effort. 

While Prince Bismarck was speaking Dr. 
Schweninger was by his side closely ob- 
serving him all the time, no doubt anxious 
that after an arduous week, Bismarck 
should not over-exert himself.

COTTON MOVEMENT. 


Last Month’s Business Said to Be the 
Biggest on Record. 


NEW ORLEANS, La., April 2.—Secretary 
Hester’s monthly cotton statement shows 
the largest March movement on record, the 
total reaching 586,000 bales, against 390,000 
last year, 296,000 in 1893, and 437,000 in 1892. 
The excess in amount brought into sight for 
the seven months of the season is 2,136,517 
bales over last year, 2,983,363 over the year 
before, and 650,159 over 1892. The movement 
for the same period shows receipts at all 
United States delivery ports of 7,357,601 
bales, against 5,459,000 last year, 4,539,319 year 
before and 6,481,180 the same time in 1592. 

Net overland movement by railroeds 
across the Mississippi, Ohio and Potomac 
rivers, 909,852 bales, against 739,527 last year. 
— year before and 1,111,684 same time in 


Southern mill takings, exclusive of quan- 
tity consumed at Southern outports, 533,007 
bales, against 535,625 last year, 519,452 year 
before last and 470,923 same time in 1892. In- 
terior stocks in excess of those held at the 
commencement of the season, 252,908 bales, 
against 132,797 last year, 255,303 year before 
and 390,502 same tinge in 1892. These make 
the total amount of the cotton crop brought 
into sight during the seven months to close 
of March, 9,053,468 bales, against 6,916,951 
last year and 8,394,289 in 1892. 

Foreign exports for Seven months have 
been 5,639,366 bales, showing an increase over 
last season of 1,229,067, and over the same 
period the year before last of 2,686,442. The 
gain in foreign exports during March com- 
pared with March last year has been 131,588 
bales, and for the same time year before 
they have increased 192,563. 


PLAN OF RE-ORGANIZATION. 


How the Sante Fe Road Is To Be Taken 
Out of the Receiver’s Hands. 


LOS ANGELES, Cal, April The mag- 
nates of the Santa Fe system have arrived. 


It is said that the plan for the reorganiza- 
tion, agreed to by the foreign bondholders, 
gives the holders of the general 4s 75 per 
cent in the new first mortgage and 40 per 
cent in the new income bonds, which have 
a lien following the firsts. 

The 4 per cent of new incomes represents 
the balances of the principal of the old 4s 
and the accumulated interest thereon to 
July 1, 1895. The holders of the present A 
and B bonds pay 4 per cent assessment and 
receive $113 and $118 respectively in new 
preference shares for each $100 of the 
principal of the old bonds heid by them, the 
excess of $13 offsetting the 4 per cent as- 
sessment and the accumulated interest up 
to July 1, 18%. The old common stock is 
assessed $10 a share. It is exchanged for 
new common dollar for dollar and an addi- 
tional $10 in preferred stock is given in con- 
sideration of the $10 cash assessment. The 
stock assessment will yield $10,000,000 in 
cash and the 4 per cent assessment on the 
A and B bond will add about $3,500,000 
more.

MEASURING THE IMAGINATION, 


A NEW DISCOVERY MADE IN AN 
ORIGINAL FIELD. 


A method for measuring the intensity of 
hallucinations has reached a successful 
completion, and will soon be made public. 


In the course of these investigations it 
occurred that it might be possible to meas- 
ure the intensity of the imagination also. 
The experiment was successful. The 
method is not difficult and is readily in- 
telligible. In order to explain the method, 
it will be sufficient to describe the first 
simple experiment made. 

The apparatus used is shown in the figure. 
The screen A serves as a frame for a piece 
of fine tissue paper B. The tissue paper is 
illuminated by daylight in front and by a 
gas flame at the back. When the gas flame 
s turned down, the eye looking through the 
tube D sees a plain white circie illuminated 
by daylight. . 
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MEASUREMENT OF IMAGINATION. 
The first experiment was made on a 
student acustomed to using the telescope. 
He was told to imagine hair lines on the 
white surface, like the hair lines seen in the 
telescope. This was successfully done. He 
was asked to describe them and compare 
their blackness. There is, he said, a hori- 
zontal line, which is the blackest of them, 
and three vertical lines of about equal black- 
ness. He was told that the field of view was 
to be made gradually lighter by turning on 
a flame behind, and he was to tell how the 
lines behaved. As the gas was slowly 
turned on he described various changes in 
the lines. Finally he said he saw a slant 
line that he had not imagined before. It 
appeared about just as black as the horizon- 
tal line and blacker than any of the others. 
Thereupon the experiment was ended. 

The slant line was a real line. This he did 
not and still to-day does not know. On the 
back of the tissue paper a slant line had 
been drawn, and as the gas was turned up 
of course it showed through.

If COULD ACCOMPLISH MUCH 


Missouri's Advantages Too Great to Be 
Overlooked if Properly Presented 
by State Officers. 


The suggestion that a Board of Immigra- 
tion will be re-established in Missouri 
pleases the real estate men of St. Louis. 
Gentlemen interviewed by a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter, with one exception, united 
in urging the step, and in offering to do 
all possible to further it. 

St. Louis posseses, in her real estate men, 
as public spirited and progressive a set 
of gentlemen as can be found anywhere. 


The showing made, in the Sunday Post- 
Dispatch, of the extent of immigration to 
Missouri during the past three years, with 
no special inducements, and without or- 
ganized effort to bring desirable classes of 
citizens, has aroused these gentlemen to 
a realization of what can be done, if a 
Board of Immigration is established and 
the many advantages of soil, climate and 
surroundings intelligently and systematic- 
ally set forth. 

There was once such a board in Mis- 
souri, and according to those who can 
remember, it accomplished great good. It 
has been so long since it ceased operations 
that very litie is now known of it, or of its 
inception. Judge Alfred Carr says the 
board still exists, theoretically, since the 
law creating it was never repealed, ap- 
pointments of members having been dis- 
couraged by the failure of the Legislature 
to make appropriations. 

There is no doubt that a revival of the 
board,“ continued Judge Carr, would be 
of immense advantage to the State. People 
who were attracted further West, and who 
passed through Missouri, are finding their 
mistake, and require only a little urging to 
return to this State. A gentleman came in 
to-day, who told me that, after two or 
three years, the sofl of N ota 
and the other Northwestern States becomes 
worn out. He was familiar with that coun- 
try and stated that Providence did not in- 
tend it for agriculture, but for pasturage. 
You know it has not been long since it was 
known as the Great American Desert. The 
people who have settled out there are dis- 
gusted. If the many advantages of Mig- 
souri, where crops seldom, or never, fail, 
were properly brought to their notice, as 
they would be by such a board, they would 
flock to this State. I am willing to do what 
I can to further the project.“ 

Mr. KF. B. Wolff of M. A. Wolff & Co. was 
especially earnest in his views upon the 
matter. Speaking for his firm, he 4 

“We have always been in favor of im- 
migration, and we should like to see a re- 
vival of interest in the matter. We would 
not only view such a movement with favor, 
but, if called upon, would gladly contri- 
bute, as natives of the State, to a fund to 
further it. I should suggest that we com- 
mence at once where the former enter- 
prise left off. I believe that land was of- 
fered then, and that the formulators were, 
chiefly, among the merchants. But now it 
would seem more advisable, I think, for 
the State to take up the matter. I think 
that some inducements should be offered 
immigrants, such as paying their passage, 
or the arrangement favorable rentals or 


“An immigration board would accom- 
lish much for the State,“ said James M. 
argent “The people of Iowa are par- 
ticularly desirable as citizens. If it could 
be brought to the knowledge of these, as 
would be done by such a board, that land 
can t in this State for from $15 
to $30 an acre, there would be a rush into 
the State. A board should be appointed, 
and this company will do what it can to 
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nd here is undoubtedly better than 
that further West,” said he. The thing is 
to let the people elsewhere know that fact. 
A board of immigration would accomplish 
that and Gov. Stone should appoint one.“ 

“All new people help a State that much.” 
said Mr. F. G. Ziebig of Cornet & Ziebig. 
“There will be no difficulty at all in rais- 
ing money to carry out the project, if a 
board is appointed,” 

Mr. C. C. Nicholls of the Nicholls-Ritter 
Realty and Financial Co. added his views 
to those already advanced in favor of the 
appointment of a board. 

“The n new people to the State 
is a thing to desired.“ said he, and I 
at 9 that an immigration board will be ap- 
pointed for that pu 8. 

Mr. Robert Rut! of Rutledge & Ru- 
2 is the gentleman who does not 
hink such a board necessary. “I base my 
opinion,’’ said he, “on the number of 
strangers who come into my office daily, 
looking for houses. They tell me that their 
furniture is at the depot ready to be put 
into the houses. Also judge by my connec- 
tion with the State Sunday-school Union. 
I have been in a position to know that the 
number of people settling in the State at 
large is very great. I therefore do not be- 
lieve there is any necessity of seeking to in- 
crease it.“ 

The vast number of new people coming 
into the State from the North and West, it 
is believed, may result in changing the po- 
litical complexion of Missouri, even if it has 
not already had some effect in that diréc- 
tion. An audience was sought with Mr. 
Chauncey Ives Filley in order to learn 
whether he entertained that belief, but Mr. 
Filley sent down word by his colored house- 
boy that he was “engaged and desired to be 
excused,”’ The “engagement” evidently con- 
sisted of efforts on Mr. Filley’s part to 
change the political complexion of Missouri 
on his own hock.“
